The wheat bonus is off and up to 
the time of writing the government 
has been silent as to whether or not 
the bonus will be put back on. 

Some time ago the Grande Prairie 
Board of Trade passed a resolution, 
which was sent to all the other 
Boards of Trade in the Peace River, 
urging upon the Dominion the neces- 
sity of a subvention in freight rates 
of five cents a bushel on all grains 
until such time as grain prices had 
reached a point at which grain could 
be grown at a profit, or until such 
time as the Coast Outlet is built. 

In pressing for the establishment of 
a subvention, the people of the Peace 
River are quite within their rights, in 
view of the fact that both the Con- 
servative and Liberal parties com- 
mitted themselves to the construction} 
of the outlet. |

Esperanto, it is really needless to} 
say, after all that has been printed in| 
this paper. is very easy to learn and 
hundreds of thousands of Esperantists 
all over the world have learned it by 
themselves. 

One certainly would do better with) 
personal instruction, but where that’ 
is lacking, self-instruction is the 
next best thing to do, and cheaper, 
too. 

When you have advanced to the 
point of being able to read and write 
and know everything about the first 
three or four lessons, you may quite 
successfully start the group or the 
club and become its quite capable in-) 
structor, provided you remain always) 
three or four lessons ahead of your 
students. |

FOREIGN ESPERANTO NEWS 
By ARMIN F. DONEIS 


Due to the inopportune time of the 
visit of its official delegute, Joseph H 
Scherer, to the Baltic states and 
Poland, the International Central 
Committee of the Esperanto Move- 
ment (ICK) delegated Mr. Hugo 
Steiner, federal adviser of Austria, to 
these countries to make a lecture tour 
at a more advantageous time. The 


| entire propaganda tour was arranged 


in conjunction with the Federal Rail- 
ways System of Austria, the Ausirian 
Government, and the International 


Esperanto Museum of Vienna, of 
which Mr. Steiner is founder and 
president. 


The lectures were accompanied by 
attractive films and were all delivered 
in Esperanto. Attendance of the lec- 
varied between 50 and 300 
people, averaging about 130, which 
contained many influential people and 
important personages of diplomatic 
and ministerial] rank. This propa- 
ganda tour lasted nine weeks and led 
through Poland, Dantzig, Lithuania, 
Latvia, Estonia, Finland, Norway, 
Sweden, and Denmark. Judging by 
the favorable reports of the press and 
the interest shown by the many large 
attentive audiences, it can be said 
that the results were most satisfac- 
tory. Let it be noted that the lan- 
guages of the countries visited are 
not generally spoken in other coun- 
tries of Europe, and it was chiefly for 
zhis reason that the ICK selected 
these lands to send its delegate to, as 
they are the most réveptive to the 
idea of making Esperanto their auxi- 
liary language. 

Sweden. Jean Forge, the noted 
Esperanto novelist of Poland, has 
been making some splendid propa- 
ganda in Sweden and is at the same 
time teaching Esperanto by the Cseh- 
method. The newspapers published 
long interviews and halls were 
crowded to capacity in Seglora, Mo- 
lyniycke, Ulricehamm, Fritsla, and 
Boras. In Ulricehamm he succeeded 
with the help of local and national 
organizations, to establish and con- 
duct two classes of fifty people each, 
and in Boras a course with 70 partici- 
pants was organized with the help of 
trades organizations. This is being 
accomplished in Sweden despite the 
difficult times; when will America 
have its many large Cseh courses? 

In April almost 50 European radio 
stations broadcast more than 30 
Esperanto programs each week, and 
the radio statistics of 1931 which will 
be published in the “Oficiala Doku- 
mentaro Esperantista” will contain a 
record of almost 2,000 Esperanto 
broadcasts. These figures speak for 
themselves. With the aid of a four- 
tube radio set one ardent European 
Esperantist listened to 140 Esperanto 
broadcasts during the winter months. 
We are pleased to note that the vast 
majority of these 2,000 broadcasts in 
1941 were not Esperanto courses, but 
consisted mainly of lectures, news, in- 
formation and announcements in the 
international auxiliary language. Part 
of those stations which broadcast 
courses in Esperanto utilized the last 
few minutes to make announcements 
or news flashes in Esperanto for for- 
eign listeners. 

Here in America we also have our 
regular Esperanto radio broadcasts in 
Brooklyn, Seattle, Long Beach, and 
Madison, but we will need to “get a 
move on us” to make as favorable a 
showing as the European stations, 
Let's go!

Ans.: The potato vines are bearing 
seed balls, which are the true fruit 
of the potato plant, What we call 
“seed potatoes” are not really seed at 
all, but merely sets or cuttings, The 
formation of seed balls is an evidence 
of health and vigor, though nothing is 
gained by leaving them on the vines 
unless one wishes to originate a new 
variety. This is a slow process, in 
that it will take two or more years 
planting to produce tubers large 
enough to indicate the character of 
the result, There is a bare possibility, 
but only a very slight one, of thus 
producing something superior to the 
standard varieties in use.

white hogs. The theory is that an 
irritant principle penetrates skia 
abraded by the turgid leaves of the 


wet rape, When the rape is small and 
wilty it is not supposed to have this 
effect. If thin cause is suspected, pre- 
ventive measures will suggest them-
